it under the caption "Now that 
the rain has come.” 

"First of all,” she writes “select 
your garden spot If you have not 
already done so. If your own lot 
does not provide enough room 
be looking around for a vacant 
lot on which you can lay out a 
good sized plot which you can 
work alone or with some coopera¬ 
tive friends. Unless you have true 
garden courage do not let your 
initial enthusiasm betray you into 
tackling a bermuda invested or 
stony area. Remember the para¬ 
ble of that ancient .sower "who 
went forth to sow,” and apply the 
lesson, .Select a place in the full 
sun for in all but a few excep¬ 
tional ca.ses our general run of 
vegetables are sun lovers. Be¬ 
ware also of deceiving grades 


"Working for something you 
pray won’t happen Is a hard 
thing to do,” says Miss Marian 
Randall, chief nurse of the medi¬ 
cal division, Office of Civilian 
Defense. 

Miss Randall, in San Francisco 
this week ifrom Washington, D.C., 
on her first trip of inspection to 
the west coast, was referring to 
the preparations being made in 
case o fenemy attack by the 
nurses’ division of the state’s 
Kmergency Mcnlical Service. 

Importance of the participa¬ 
tion of every available nurse In 
civilian defense was stressed by 
Miss Randall. She declared that 
despite the thinning ranks of the 
nurses, brought on by demand of 
the armed services, and harder 
wartime civilian demands, Cali¬ 
fornia’s women in white are do¬ 
ing a magnificent job. 

“Kven if the bombs don’t fail 
—and we hope they never do—” 
.said Miss Randall, "the nursing 
profession is benefiting greatly 
from civilian defense activities. 
Nurses are brushing up on their 
fir.st aid courses. We are given the 
opportunity to learn the newest 
scientific developments, which the 
war Is hastening, such as the 
administration of blood plasma, 
the newest treatments for burns 
and for accident cases. The use of 
our nurses in the recent tragic 
Boston fire is an exemple of how 
valuable our new training has be¬ 
come. Then, too, we ar.e learning 
to know each other better and 
htow to work together as never 
before.” 

Besides being a nurse. Miss 
Itandall is also a .statistician and | 
author ■of the book,- "Personnel I 
Practices in Public Health Nurs- ! 
ing,”
